Three young Chambersburg men, who were at Newman's 
park and realized the seriousness of Deardorff’s condition, 
brought the wounded man to the Warner hospital where he 
was in a serious condition today. 
Deardorff told physicians, who dressed his wound at the 
hospital, that he was at the hunting camp’s spring, which is 
only a short distance from the cottage, when he felt a sting­ 
ing sensation in his right chest, and that soon he saw blood 
discolor his shirt.
